COMMENTS FROM THE 
TOWN MANAGER'S OFFICE 

Disappointment and misun- 
derstanding may be ayoided by 
persons purchasing property 
after April 1st, to inquire at 
the Town Office as to the sta- 
tus of the taxes on the proper- 
ty, whether there are unpaid 
taxes for prior years or out- 
standing tax fens, Cases oe- 
casionally arise ‘where the 
purchaser thinks that the sel- 
ler will be paying the taxes 
and there even may be a verb- 
al agreement to that effect. 
Then all of a sudden the pur- 
chaser finds that there are un- 
paid taxes that he may have 
to pay to protect his properiy 
from a tax lien, even though 
he received a warranty deed 
and he accepted the deed to 
the property free of all encum- 
brances, the seller once having 
sold the property before the 
tax bills were out might be of 
the opinion that his obligation 
ceased when he gave the deed, 
and this has been known to 
happen. 

_ The best method if there is 
an agreement on the current 
years taxes is to have the agree- 
ment written into the deed ane 
then there will be no question, 
If there are back taxes or tax 
liens the purchaser should seo 
that they are paid before or at 
the time the transaction Is com- 
pleted,
